Today’s Talk

FLY LOW! 
IT is the ambition of us all to rise to as high a height as our ability will 
take us. But this ability of ours is quite a nunknown quantity. We 
know so little as to what is ahead of us or within us. We have no idea 
as to what we are actually made of, until we test the materials with 
which we were born. 
I watched a young bird in the woods the other day. It ran along the 
ground near its mother for a distance. Then it would rise and fly a few 
feet from the ground. Then it would sit and quietly look around. 
I 
wondered what it was thinking about. Perhaps it was saying to itself 
that it had accomplished a great deal. I know that the mother was not 
deceived as to its thoughts. I know that that mother was saying—in its 
bird way—to fly low and not to attempt too much at a time! 
We have all known authors, who have caught the ear and mind of 
the public with a new book, only to soar higli at once upon their new- 
made popularity, and in stead of seasoning themselves and perfecting 
their art, they thin it out, produce another book quickly so as to gain 
from temporary fame—and usually fade quickly by the wayside! 
Gissing wrote something like twenty novels, but his fame will prob­ 
ably rest upon a small volume, called “The Private Papers of Henry Rye- 
croft." Of all the really fine things that Hugo wrote, his fame rests 
upon that one greatest of books, “Les Miserables." 
It is a good thing to bear in mind—to fly low at the start—to gain 
height and momentum, through mature planning and development. 
The boy. fresh from college, who starts at the bottom, knowing his 
objective, will far outstrip the one who looks only for salary and a high 
sounding position at the start. 
Beginnings are everything. We should not walk beyond our depth— 
if we cannot swim. We should not grasp for more than we can securely 
hold. Accumulated knowledge comes from the bits that we absorb. 
I once read of a very successful man who attributed his success to 
the fact that he never turned down any work that came his way, no m at­ 
ter how insignificant.

It takes a great deal of courage to fly low at the start, or to fly low', 
when the lean times comes, for that matter!

’34 Campaign 
Opened by G. O. P. 


Williams Grove, Aug. 30 (AP)— 
Pennsylvania republicans “officially” 
opened the 1934 campaign today, 
demanding “preservation of state 
rights and return to the constitu­ 
tional form of government.” 
In this traditional Cumberland 
county picnic place of the state’s 
farmers the entire republican ticket 
assembled on the same platform to 
assail the “Roosevelt New Deal” and 
to urge election of their candidates 
in November. 
Senator David A. Reed, who de­ 
feated Governor Pinchot for the 


G. O. P. nomination for United 
States senator, 
and 
William 
A. 
Schnader, attorney general, repub­ 
lican nominee for governor, were 
among the speakers. 
Leaders told the assembled farm ­ 
ers and town folk the election of 
1934 “is the most important election 
in 40 years.” 
They discussed the campaign of 
George H. Earle, former minister to 
Austria and democratic nominee for 
governor and Joseph 
S. 
Guffey, 
Pennsylvania Roosevelt leader and

States senator, and urged their de­ 
feat to "preserve the state’s rights.” 
Leaders said the keynote of the 
campaign will be the demand for 


decentralizing the government po 
er in Washington and a pledge 
home rule in the cities, borouf 
and townships of Pennsylvania.
